HOW TO CULTIVATE AZALEAS 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS: To get the best results, Azaleas should 
be planted in partly shady locations, and particular attention should 
be given to protecting them from the hot sun in summer. The soil 
should contain an abundance of leaf-mold, peat, and sand, and should 
be well-drained. Azaleas will not grow in limestone soil. 


Mulching with decayed leaves, preferably those of hardwood trees, 
is a distinct advantage. Peat is also a splendid mulch for Azalea 
beds, as it retains the moisture. Applications of aluminum sulphate 
may be necessary when leaves become yellow, which indicates that 
the soil has become impregnated with lime.

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DECIDUOUS SHRUBS 


The greatest majority of brilliant flowering shrubs and other ornamental varieties lose their foliage in winter 
(Deciduous). For gorgeous color displays they should be promiscuously used in landscape plantings. Their winter 
barren period is brief in our Southern section and the color changes in autumn make the absence of leaves in winter 
less lamented. Usually flowering shrubs are best planted in groups of from 3 to 20 or more. They are far more 
effective in this way than planted singly. Put enough of one kind to make a little picture in the landscape when 
in bloom or when the leaves take on the autumn color, or the fruit and berries have ripened. With enough evergreens 
to keep the planting cheerful in winter, Deciduous shrubs should be generously used in the South. 


Pruning should be done immediately after blooming season, cutting the fading blossoms away. Pruning too 
late or when dormant will sometimes interfere with blooming the following season. 
Flowering shrubs can be handled when dormant with bare roots. Better results are usually had with B&B 


plants. For early or late planting and even mid-summer plantings, B&B shrubs will grow luxuriantly. Try them 
and see what excellent results you obtain.
